f.l)  Is  yiair  soil  of  a  tyjie  and  In  a  <-oiiditioii  in  which  It  will  produce  a 
Kood  crop  of  small  frnlts? 

14.)  Are  yon  In  a  dislri<t  where  small  fruits  are  crown  to  any  e.Meiit? 
The  larger  the  prodnctliai  hi  a  district  the  better  are  the  facilities  for  mariipt- 
hiK.  as  a  general  rule.
